The local 
detachment of United States naval re- 
serves Jn fatigue uniforms, dragging 
theirscveral newone-pounder rapld-flre 
guns is now at the scene of the trouble 
together with the light infantry and 
several hundred armed cltlwns. 
But 


there is nothing to shoot at. 
The ne- 


groes have disappeared. 


The reinforcements from Goldshoro 


have been turned back and the com- 
mittee of 25 is considering plans of pre- 
serving order. 
The plan most in favor 


is to appoint a sub-commit tee of six 
or ten men to take supreme charge of 
the city, superseding the mayor and 
other authorities: 


WILMINGTON, N. C., Nov. 10.—Af- 


tor a day of bloodshed and turbulence, 
"Wilmington has subsided tonight Into 
tLtiiiparatlve peacefulness. 
Eight ne- 


groes were killed and three white men 
wounded during the day; one of them, 
William Mayo, seriously. 
Tonight the 


•city is in the hands of a new municipal 
government and order IB being estab- 
lished. 
This afternoon the board of 


aldermen resigned one by one. 
As 


each alderman vacated his seat the suc- 
cessor named by the citizens commltee 
took his place until the entire board 
was changed legally to public senti- 
ment. 
The new board is composed of 


conservative Democratic citizens. 
' The mayor and chief of police then 
resigned and the new board elected 
their successors, according to law. 


Kx-ttepresentative Waddell was elec- 


ted mayor and 13. G. Parmalee chief of 
police. 


The first act of the new government 


was to swear in 230 special policemen, 
•chosen from the range of reputable 
white citizens. 


The trouble in Wilmington, today 


•commenced at 8.30 this morning when 
An arm^d body of citizens, numbering 
about 400 and led by ex-Representative 
TVaddell, chairman of a committee of. 
25 appointed for the purpose, proceeded 
to the publishing house of a, negro 
newspaper, the "Record" to wreck it. 


The paper hod published an article 


defamatoryof white women and a moss 
.meeting of citizens yesterday demanded 
the editor's expulsion from the city 
within 24 hours and the removal of his 
press. 
Fifteen leading negroes were 


•called on by tb« committee of 25 last 
night and directed to notify the chair- 
•man by 7.30 this morning whether they 
would agree to the removal of the 
press. 
They were told that if no an- 


swer was returned the press would be 
•demolished. 


No answer was received by the chair- 


man this morning and after waiting an 
hc»ir the citizens proceeding in a body 
demolished the fixtures of the office. 
•The building was also fired and gutted. 


At 10.30 o'clock the scene shifted to 


another section of the city. 
Scarcely 


had the marchers disbanded at the ar- 
mory before word was pasesd 
along 


that 300 or 400 negro laborers of the 
great cotton compress had knocked oft 
work and were assembling. The armed 


. men hurried to the river front and 


took positions at the head of the streets 
leading to the docks. 


The negroes gathered In groups of 


fifteen or twenty. Tho huddled together 
•and apparently were very much ex- 
cited. 
They were in a state of panic. 


Their wives hurried to them with re- 
ports that the whites were burning1 the 
negro quarters and were shooting the 
people and begged their husbands to 
come home and the whole force quit 
work. 
The white leaders endeavored 


io calm the excited men, told them no 
"harm was intended and advised that 
•they return to work. 
There was no 


-violent talk nor threats by the negroes. 
In all the disturbances, the local au- 
thorities made no show -of asserting 
•themselves and no policemen is around. 


The preservation of order is practi- 


cally vested In the committee of 25, 
who are now trying to restore order, 
•quiet the situation and hold in check 
the reckless clement among the whites. 
•The rapid-fire machine gun on awagon, 
manned by a crew armed with Win- 
chesters, was brought down In front 
of the postofllce but on the advice of 
•the leaders woe- halted there,

.needed in the negro sections of Brook- 
lyn. 
The men were sent. 
Twenty 


minutes later news came that there had 
•been a collision between the whites and 
Slacks and that blood had been abed. 
As a. result of the trouble at Brooklyn, 
it is believed that the number of ne- 
groes who have been killed, will num- 
ber four. 
A white man named Mayo 


was shot through the lungs.

•white man was hurt. 
The situation is 


•quiet at the scene of the trouble now.

WASHIXGTOX. Xov. 10.—Chairman 


pabcoek'of the Republican Congres- 
*tonal Committee believes that the Re- 
publican majority of the next House 
will reach twenty. 


He figured on only thirteen last night, 
nt is now convinced that the manifest 


drift in the West, when the returns are 
all In, will show that enough districts 
now doubtful have 
been carried to 


swell the- majority to twenty. Mr. Bab- 
cock says that the gains in the West 
are due to the desire of the people to 
express their satisfaction over the re- 
;urn of prosperity. 
The. Republicans 


carried five districts west of the Mis- 
souri, which they hardly hoped for, but 
hese were offset by the loss of four dis- 
.ricts in New York and one in Massa- 
chusetts, so that Mr. Babcock's original 
calculations as to the result appear ap- 
proximately correct. 


Mr. Babcock says that even more Im- 


portant than the fact that the next 
House will lie Republican, is the sweep- 
ing change in the Senate, where the 
limits of Tuesday's election give the 
Republicans eighteen majority. 


'That majority cannot possibly be 


overcome for elaht years," said Mr. 
Babcock, "and for at least that period 
:he business interests of the country 
are safe. 


Late this afternoon Chairman Bab- 


cock practically completed a list of the 
representatives to the Fifty-sixth Con- 


•ess. The latest authentic advices re- 


ceived by the Republican committee 
ndicate that two districts are in doubt 
yet, viz: 
The Second California and 


the Twelfth Texas. In both the ohancei 
are favorable to the Democrats. 
To- 


night Mr. Babcock's figures show the 
election of 185 straight Republicans, 
163 Democrat!, 6 Populists and 1 Silver 
Republican. 
These figures do not In- 


clude the two doubtful districts men- 
tioned. 


Little information of a definite na- 


ture was received by the Democratic 
Congressional committee tonight. Sec- 
retary Kerr maintained that the oppo- 
sition to the Republicans would organ, 
ze and control the next house of rep- 
resentatives.

Gartenlaub's Reply to 


Kearney. 


Charges the Latter With 


Misrepresentation. 


The Phoenix Packing Company 


Has Performed All Its 


Obligations. 


Editor Republican:—While averse to 


filtering into a newspaper controversy 
with Mr. Kearney, the misrepresenta- 
tions mode in his communications to 
your paper force me. In self-defense, to 
t;ike up some of your valuable space. 


Among people who know me I need 


no defense from any attacks originat- 
ing with such men as Mr. Kearney. I 
have- farmed in. this county and con- 
ducted my business successfully for 
years and have never had my business 
integrity questioned by any man-and 
i don't propose to permit this man 
Kearney to pose in the public prints 
as the "whole thing" while at the same 
time, by garbled statements and only 
partial representations of facts, he 
seeks to cast reflections upon my char- 
acter and business methods. 


In the first place, the company which 


I represent entered into a contract with 
Mr. Kearney's organization. 
There 


were certain obligations on the side of 
each party to the contract. 
I want 


to go on.record here by stating that 
Mr. Kearney was the first to violate 
the terms of our contract. 
After In- 


ducing me to sign a contract, Vme of tht 
principal clauses of which specified a 


irtuln number of packers 
among 


whom one, hundred per cent of the rai- 
sin crop under his control should be 
divided, I ascertained that Mr. Keor- 
icy deibcrately violated the letter and 
spirit of our contract, to my cost, In 
nurturing into life a new packing con- 
:ern. to which was given a percentage 
of the crop previously apportioned 
among- certain packing firms. Including 
my company. He arbitrarily chose to 
violate the apportioning clause in our 
contract without my consent and with- 
out any previous warning to me. 


In the second place, there is a clause 


In our contract which calls for all dif- 
ferences to be settled by arbitration. 


Mr. Kearney showed his animus and 


evidence of a vindictive spirit when he 
^snored the arbitration clause In our 
wntract and, without warning, filed an 
attachment on my company's property. 
Had }\2 gone to my banker for infor- 
mation he could easily have ascertain- 
ed that his interests were never in 
jeopardy, had he claimed I owed him 
five times eight thousand dollars. 
I 


ran charge his action only to & malic- 
ious spirit or to his Ignorance of busi- 
ness customs, or possibly he imagined 
he had to use the same methods adopt, 
ed by him to dispossess the small farm- 


of his land, nn the Kearney tract, 


as evidenced by th« county record of 
foreclosure suits. 


Without desiring to take up too much 


of, your space, but simply that that 
portion of the public which is interested 
in this matter may know both sides, I 
wish to recite the following facts: 


My company advanced money to nu. 


merous growers for picking and curing 
expenses and also put in the raisin 
pool about two hundred and fifty tons 
of raisins, for all of which we were en- 
titled to certain advances. I had great 
trouble In getting- the money due my 
Company. 
It came only in driblets; 


every petty installment I succeeded in 
getting was like pulling- teeth and the 
only excuse Mr. Kearney, as a busi- 
ness man, could give to another busi- 
ness man, was his small clerical force, 
which apparently could not keep its 
work up to date. When I asked for the 
money due my company and learned 
that nobody connected with Mr. Kear- 
ney's office was able to render me an 
account of what was due'us, and at the 
same time learned that a balance of 
$300,000 was being carried In the Fres- 
no banks, I stated at the time, in his 
office, as a grower, that his clerical 
force should be Increased sufficiently 
to enable it to dispatch current busi- 
ness. 
It appears to me that there Is 


more sense in hiring one hundred men 
for one day than one man for one hun- 
dred days, when dispatch is necessary 
in the transaction of business . 


It might also appear even to a blind 


man that the president of the Califor- 
nia Raisin Growers' Association might 
be more than willing to let the business 
under his control congest, in order to 
perpetuate his job at 1300 per month, 
which comes out of the growers' pock- 
et. 


On Friday, November 4th, I went into 


Mr. Kearney's offices with invoices and 
check amounting to $7000 and asked for 
Invoices to be receipted, and, as usual, 
current business was so much in ar- 
rears that I was unable to obtain re- 
ceipted invoices and consequently re- 
fused to make payments.' 


The next action on Mr. Kearney's 


part was to send a committee composed 
of Messrs. L. L. Cory, Herman Nathan 
and T. C. White to my company's pack- 
Ing house and demand payment of the 
money I had tendered on the 4th of No- 
vember to Mr. Kearney. 
My reply to 


the committee was that the association 
was .in arrears in paying money du.e.tp 
n>e:ftn.dtiny company; arid I further in? 
formed.the.commUtee'that I wait, jjeftdy 
to settle the differences In our accounts 
on the. spot. 


T. C. White, the treasurer of the as- 


aoclatlon, claimed to be In complete 
ignorance of his company being indebt- 
ed to me and my company and volun- 
teered forthwith to put every clerk on 
the force to work. If necessary, on my 
account in order to catch up with back 
work, that he might know precisely 
what was due us. 
This occurred on 


November 6th and on November 7th 
a representative of the association call- 
ed at our office and submitted a state- 
ment showing a credit of $3125.33 ac- 
cording to their way of figuring. Thii 
was at 4 o'clock In the afternoon and 
my partner, Mr. Pratt, told the asso- 
ciation's representative that I was In 
San Francisco (where I was) and thai 
I would be back next morning and 
make a statement Without any warn, 
ing Mr. Kearney maliciously endeav- 
ored to injure my business reputation 


I and that of my company by levying an 


attachment that night. 
Mr. Kearney 


never had the satisfaction of seeing 
our company's plant closed for-a min- 
ute as we immediately gmve bonds for 
double the amount and have been do- 
Ing business every hour of the day 
since and propose to continue. 


On November 9th Mr Kearney sent 


for me and I went to hU office and they 
asked me what I proposed to do. I an- 
swered them I would not budge an inch 
from my original stand and that I was 
redy to settle as per my original offer. 
I showed them at the same time that 
their statement of what they owed me, 
viz: $3125.33. was wrong, as usual, and 
that the correct amount was $44(3.31 
There was nothing left for Mr. Kear- 
ney to do but to slide down from hU 
high horse as gracefully as 
possible 


under the circumstances and send over 
to our office chocks to the amount of 
$4063.83 and all the bills receipted as 
originally demanded by me, afttr which 
my company gave him a check for the 
amount as shown by the invoices. 


Mr. Kearney then released the at- 


tachment, which his ignorance and 
malice prompted him to levy on my 
company's plant, and I presume the 
costs, which he was compelled to pay, 
will be charged up against the grow- 
ers' raisins as incidental expenses. 


I wish further to state my company 


Is doing u large shipping business, part 
of which is composed - of association 
raisins, and that simply as a matter of 
courtesy I permitted the railroad com- 
pany to give Mr. Kearney a daily rec- 
ord of my shipments, and when Mr. 
Kearney placed himself in antagonism 


my company I withdrew all cour- 


tesies extended, which I had a perfect 
right to do. 


I go to this extent In making an ex- 


planation In order to show that the nr- 


nry action taken by Mr. Kearney 


was never necessary as between two 
business men and further to convict 
him of Intentionally endeavoring to In- 
jure me In the eyes of the public by an 
unjust use of a little temporary power.

the heart for a few minutes, but Omeya 
•was too far gone and he died a few. 
minutes afterward.

good market for Fresno orange* lies In 
the fact that they set into the market 
earlier than those from the southern 
counties. 
Besides the first urancfl* 


from the south are not as eood a* th* 
Fresno product. 
This g'aea th» local 


producer a permanent advantage ov«r 
his southern competitor. 
There is. however, one drawback to 


the sale of Fresno oranees. They are 
too larce. 
Smaller ones are more 


merchantable for the KMOft that a re- 
tailer who sells five or six small oranga 
for 5 cents appears to be more liberal 
than the one who sells two or thret 
Iar*e ones for the name price. 
This 


disadvantage, however, will be over- 
come when the trees become older. 


The production of lemons Is also In- 


creasing rapidly. 
Hundreds of new 


trees were set out last sprint in the 
vicinity of Santer and these will begin 
to bear within a few years.

the- Philippines should not be affected 
by (ha protocol, to which reservation 
the United States made at that time no 
protest or objection. 


This dispatch to M. Cambon, as the 


Spaniards claimed today, embodied 
also the view that the United States 
had no valid basis for claims in the 
archipelago. 


It was further held that today br 


Senor Rios and his colleagues that the 
capitulation of Manila, having occurred 
after the signing of the Protocol, and 
thus after the suspension of hostilities 
\CCLS invalid. 


With all this for a ground work, the 


Spaniards made their " first positive 
move against the Americans and 
constituted their counter proposition. 
They charged upon the United States 
a wrongful appropriation of public 
moneys belonging to Spain by seizing 
the tariff duties at Manila and they 
•formally demanded the return of these 
moneys in the sum of nearly a million 
dollars. 


Of the same premises the 
United 


States was today declared to hare 
made and held as prisoners the Span- 
ish troops at Manila In violation of In- 
ternational law, because done after th« 
suspension of hostilities under the pro. 
tocol. 
A further charge was that by 


the imprisonment of the Spanish troops 
At Manila the United States had pre- 
vented Spain from Quelling the Insur- 
rection and Iiad thus contributed to 
the violence against Spain after the 
-cessation of hostilities. 


Today's Spanish presentment also 


-questioned the right of tho Americans 
to consider the Cuban debt, on the 
ground that it was not sanctioned in 
the protocol and demanded an adher- 
ence to this as a precedence to the- dis- 
cussion of the Philippines, regarding a 
cession of which the Spanish commis- 
sioners held the protocol to make no 
mention. 
In support of these asser- 


tions, arguments and demands, the 
"Spanish presentment invokes Spain's 
record in the correspondence by mail 
and telegraph though it is not known 
unofficially whether the Spaniards pro- 
duced the message said to have been 
•sent from Madrid to Minister Cambon 
at the time the protocol was signed, In 
which, it was affirmed today, Spain re- 
served her Philippine sovereignty. The 
presentment was read by Interpreter 
Ferguson, being rendered

an ample basis for the stories of heavy 
foreign buying really existed, exports 
this week being the heaviest on record. 


New business in iron and steel has 


been lighter than for weeks past and 
some shading of quotations, particular- 
ly steel, is reported.

however, Is large and increasing, and 
mills are still well supplied with orders 
to regard this pre-election quiet with 
something approaching- equanimity.

Outrageous Conduct of 
German 


Army Officers. 


[From the New York Sun.] 


Hardly had the news become public 


In Germany that Lieutenant von Bruse- 
witz, the officer guilty of the unpro- 
voked murder of a civilian, had been 
released by the Kaiser after only two 
year's Imprisonment, when the killing 
of a non-commissioned officer by one 
of his superiors has once more stirred 
up feeling against army officers. While 
the Fifteenth Uhlan regiment was en- 
camped near Hagenau on the night of 
September 15th, Sergeant Scheinhardt, 
acting as quartermastsr, was In charge 
of the "self-cooker," a sort of Atkinson 
oven arrangement, In which the food 
for his squadron was being prepared. 
He was called away during the night 
to receive forage, and in his absence 
the privates attending to the cooker 
forgot to put on the rubber ring that 
keeps the air out, and as a result tho 
food in the cooker was spoiled. 


The major. Count Stollberc-Weringe- 


-odp, belonging to one of the noblest 
families in Germany, one which finds 
a place in the Almanac de Gutha, took 
the sergeant to task for the failure. 
The latter explained that he was not 
to blame, as he had been obliged.to go 
away while he cooking was going on. 
Later the major again assailed the 
sergeant, telling him that he was "the 
greatest scoundrel," "the lowest cur" 
in the 
regiment. Scheinhardt con- 


trolled himself, and answered that lie 
did not think he deserved such appel- 
lations. 
Thereupon the major slapped 


h'S face so hard that the man 
fell 


against a cart. 
As he picked himself 


up Scheinhardt cried out to the men 
standing near: 
"You have seen that 


I have been struck."

then drew his sword and struck the 
sergeant with it first on the leg, then 
on the left side of the head.

the blood, stood upright for a moment, 
nnd then fell senseless to the ground.

ither hand, the official records of the 
court proceedings covering the same 
period appear to have been preserved 
and probably in good condition.

were encased in tin boxes and these 
n turn In wood cases. 
The debris Is 


n such disorder as to have rendered 
t impossible to open the wooden doors 
up to noon today, but these doors were 
not penetrated at any place, hence the 
belief that the records themselves are 
Intact.

morning that the west central wall of 
the capitol was cracked as a result of 
fee explosion.

I may add, did not appear in Compan- 
ies I. A. C. F. and M.. as their Captains 
were men of sound natural judgment 
and displayed it in the commissariat, 
as elsewhere. Now, with the regular; 
I found It the practice to select thi 
cooks on their own. application and a 
demonstration of their ability. 
In 


consequence the cooking in the three 
companies of regulars I was with wns 
all that could be desired, and the food 
and service would Ite. acceptable 
even n fastidious appetite. 


"As to the issue of rations to the reg- 


ulars, the company Quartermaster Ser- 
geant soon learns limv much food 
privileged to drew, and he kicks like 
a steer if there be any shortage, unless 
the trouble occurs on the battle line, 
when, of course, hardships of all kinds 
have to be tolerated. 
In my regiment 


even the chief Quartermaster did 
seem to know the quantity of food he 
was privileged to draw, and there 
often a great shortage. 
I have known 


the whole regiment to have issued for 
a week at a time nothing but 
belly (bacon), coffee, 
nnd hardtack. 


Such a thing would not be tolerated in 
a camp of regulars /or two days. 


"Now. as to sanitation. 
Upton is 


very specific In his directions on this 
point, and the regulars rigidly observe 
them, their officers well knowing that 
failure to observe plain sanitary laws 
will result in sickness to the men and 
perhaps themselves. 
All possible care 


is taken about the water supply, and at 
the foot of the company streets, at a 
certain number of yards therefrom, 
two sinks are dug to each two compan- 
ies. 
Chloride of lime is likewise liter- 


ally provided. 
I think there is also 


provision made that no camp shall be 
maintained except in great emergency 
longer than six weeks. 
In the case of 


my regiment the camp at Tampa, was 
on & small sand lot that was once, I 
am informed, the city garbagft dump. 
The camp existed for seven weeks. The 
regulations as to the sinks -were en- 
tirely disregarded, and I can 
affirm 


there was never an ounce of chloride of 
lime or other disinfectant used, 
lions of flies were bred and at meal 
times would appear in swarms and set- 
tle on th^ food. 
Their numbers we.re 


so great and their audacity of such 
character that each piece of food had 
to be brushed right at the entrance of 
o'ne's mouth and then hastily intro- 
duced. 
That these flics brought the 


germs of disease, thus •causing many 
cases of typhoid, I have i 
myself am Just recovering from the 
disease, and my doctor, one of the 
ablest in my home city, has informed 
me that my surmises on this point are 
correct. 


"As to drills, our officers, 


the higher ones, seemed to lie at sea. 
Very iittlc practical instruction was 
given the men, except the regular army 
marchings and the manual oC arms.

A belief in ghosts and spirits In this 


fag end of the nineteenth century is 
sure to be put down as sup*mtition, 
pure and simple. 
Yet manifestations 


which do occur in our very presence 
cannot be accounted for as being1 other 
than supernatural. If men deep-read in 
philosophy and science are asked as to 
the causes of such phenomena 
they 


ascribe them to something mysterious; 
but they would never admit the exist- 
ence of such agencies aa spirits. 
I 


myself had no belief in them; but my 
recent 
experiences have thoroughly 


convinced me that there are such be- 
ings as spirits. 


My wife has a good constitution, was 


hale and hearty, and she was passing 
her life, happy and Jolly, always en- 
grossed in her household affairs. 
On 


the 17th of last month she went to hav< 
a bath in the tank, attached to my gar- 
dens. 
On her return home she felt 


very uneasy and was slowly swoon- 
ing. 
Addressing my mother she said 


that something was wrong with her, 


said: 
"You are lying and prevaricat- 


ing, 
and unless you give out your real 


name and the Information asked of you 
I shall inflict a punishment on you 


as she felt a choking s 
ation and was 


losing all vitality, and after that sht 
became quite unconscious and remain- 
ed so for more than an hour. 
A doc- 


tor was immediately sent for, and by 
application of restoratives ana other 
medicines she came back to her senses. 
But this state did not last long, for she 
commenced laughing and crying- alter- 
nately, TiOiV talking to herself, and 
again, raving like a maniac, she would 
scream in fright as If some one was 
going to strangle her. 
The scene was 


most pitiable, and we were at our wit's 
end as to what to do. Doctors treated 
her in their own way. but It was of no 
avail. 
Her sufferings continued for 


six days without the slightest sign of 
relief. 


One of my neighbors hinted that the 


case was one of "possession by spirit' 
and suggested that Gunga. Moyra's son 
from Naihati should be sent for, as he 
was considered the proper person to 
cure such a case.

C; Silver Republi- 
cans. C. This was changed • prior to 
yesterday's vote by a Republican gain 
of two, viz: McComas of Maryland, 
who will succed Gorman, and Simon of 
Oregon, who IE elected to fill a vacan- 
cy. 
Of the present Republican total 


of forty-five, the terms of seven Sena- 
tors expire March 4 next.leaving thirty- 
eight hold-over "Republicans. 
To this 


number the elections of yesterday add. 
ten Republicans surely 
elected and 


three probably elected, making a total 


of forty-eight, or two more than a ma- 
jority over Democrats, Populists and 
Silver Republicans.

TO VISIT SPAIN. 


PARIS, Nov. 9.—Today's session of 


the peace commission began at 2.1G p. 
m. and adjourned at 3 o'clock. 


When the meeting opened the Ameri- 


cans presented to their Spanish col- 
eaeues the answer of the United States 
to the claims submitted on Saturday 
last on behalf of the Spanish. The doc- 
ument In which the American answer 
was set forth consisted of nearly fifty 
pages of typewritten matter. 


It was a refutation of the Spanish 


allegation that because the wordr 
"possessions," "ownership," or "ces- 
sion" do not occur in the protocol 
clause touching upon the Philippine Is- 
lands, the peace commissioners have no 
right to discuss them here and even 
that if they did so. it must be In the 
liKht of the alleged fact of an exterior 
agreement that Spain's sovereignty 
should not be impaired. 


The Americans also answered Spain's 


claim for the restitution to her of public- 
money and customs collections taken 
by United States'officers through the 
capitulation of Manila and made reply 
to Spain's claim for an indemnity on 
account of the alleged imprisonment 
by United States authorities of Span- 
ish troops at Manila and' for their sub- 
sequent restraint from being of service 
to Spain in the suppression of the In- 
surrection nnd the preservation of 
property. 


The American commissioners in their 


reply held that there was justification 
under the terms of the protocol, for tha 
discussion of the future of the Philip- 
pine Islands and they also 
claimed 


that the occupation of Manila is a mili-

Tht deficit during last year's 
financial period amounted to as much 
as £2.612,000, and as usual the actual 
revenue proved to be considerably be- 
low the amount estimated. 
In fact, 


the situation Is one that causes serious 
concern to those responsible for finan- 
cial and commercial matters in the 


miry. 
The budgets have to be lev* 


eled In some way or another, and there 
are the increased charges resulting 
from the floating debt, to say nothing 
of the extra amounts necessary in or- 
der to "play the house in order" after 
the rec«nt disastrous war. And, finally, 
there Is the serious question ot the col- 
onial debts guaranteed by the imperial 
treasury. 
Even if Spain obtains the 


consent of the United States to saddle 
Cuba with the £31,000,000 of debt ex- 
isting prior to tbe war In 1895, there 
is stilt a very large amount outstand- 
ing of colonial indebtedness which must 
cause deep concern to Spanish finan- 
cial advisers. 
The Standard corre- 


spondent estimate* that Spain Is sad- 
tiled with some £120.000,000 nominal as 
a result of the two colonial wars and 
the struggle with the United States. 
As this means, at present rates, that 
some £8,000,000 has to be raised as in- 
terest, an appalling state of affairs 
meets any one responsible for the re- 
organization of Spanish finances. The 
result must be inevitable, as we have 
pointed out on several occasions, o con- 
siderable reduction In the Interest pay- 
able on the outstanding debt.

Pudding From Cement.

Some time ago, writes a volunteer,

I had made the pudding two days be- 
fore, had it boiled and now, ivheated. 
it made Us appearance, amid the wel- 
come shouts of my brother warriors; 
and I naturally felt a hit croud of It, 
for I hadn't been a ship's cnok for 
nothing. 


"Seems mighty hard," remarked the 


Sergeant Major, as he vainly tried to 
stick his fork 
Into it. 
"Have you 


boiled us a cannon ball, Brownley?" 


"Or the regimental football?" asked 


another. 


"Where did you get thft Hour from?" 


questioned Sergeant Smith. 


"Where from?" I retorted. 
From 


store No. 5, of course." 


"The deuce you did!" 
roared 
tbe 


Quartermaster Sergeant. "Then, hang, 
you, you've made the pudding with 
Portland cement" 


And so It proved. The pudding Is 


now preserved In the battery museum. 


I did quite as much physical and men 
tal work as during any other similar 
period in my life; and I was sensible of 
no diminution of energy. 
I walked 


about ten miles a day, took other ex- 
ercise for an hour or two, and wrote 
from three to six hours or more daily. 
I was well in health all tbe time, with 
the exception of one illness resulting 
from poisoning, and one from eating 
unripe fruit. 
But against this record 


must be set the facts that I have al- 
ways been active of habit and healthy; 
and that while in the island I lived at 
an elevation of never less than a thou- 
sand feet above hlch water mark . I 
know how to "take care of myself," 
and never committed any indiscretion; 
I ate lightly and drank nothing In the 
way of liquors. I was advised to keep 
out of the sun, but to this caution. I 
paid little attention; and, my blood and 
digestion being good. I never suffered 
from exposure to it. 
But I noticed 


that if you get ill in the tropics, it is 
more difficult to get well again than it 
Is in the north; there seems to be noth- 
ing to catch hold of to pull yourself 
up: nothing to brace yourself against; 
your tendency is to slip down further 
and further. 
Tt Is then (and only then 


In my experience) that you become 
conscious of that languor of the tropics 
of which one hears so much. 


My sojourn was limited 


years. Had I stayed longer It Is of 
course possible that I might have de- 
teriorated, but it is at least as possi- 
ble that I might hav« held my own. or 
even improved. 
One of the strongest 


young Americans I have ever known 
had been living there ten years or more 
when. I arrived; the tropics certainly 
did not hurt him; and his residence was 
not on the hills, but down In Kingston 
itself. 
He was a model athlete, and 


Indefatigable at his profession—den- 
tistry. 
He could not have been better 


or more efficient hod he lived in Da- 
kota, New Hampshire, Southern Cali- 
fornia, or wherever else the climate is 
healthy and stimulating. 
I also knew 


numbers of English and 
Scotchmen, 


merchants for the most part, who also 
lived In the city, and had done so for 
thirty years or more; they were all 
hearty and healthy men. never 111. But 
It must be admltttd that the men who

our claim against the Phoenix Com- 
pany, amounting to over $9000, was paid 
by the company today and the attach- 
ment released, 
I would prefer to any 


nothing more on this subject, but fear 
that the members of our association 
may misunderstand the situation If no 
answer is made to the interview with 
Mr. Oartenlaub mentioned in today's 
edition of the Republican. If Mr. Sayre 
showed a want of patience In his In- 
terview with Mr. Gartenlaub It Is not 
surprising, for every director on the 
board Is simply worn out by the vexa- 
tious experiences they have had In 
dealing with many of the packers- 
Including Mr. Gartenlaub. That state, 
ment sums up the situation without go- 
ing Into tedious details. 


As to the accounts, we have reports 


daily from all the packing houses of 
all door receipts, of all raisins stemmed 
or packed, and of all raisins shipped 
away by rail, and these reports aro 
carefully examined, verified and 
en- 


tered in our books in a most system- 
atic manner by about twenty-five ac- 
countants. 
If we should keep our ac- 


counts as the banks keep theirs, show- 
ing daily and hourly each man's ac- 
cuuiits, it would require 
tweiily-flve 


more accountants, but we do not think 
H necessary to put the growers to that 
expense.

In answer to that statement 


I will say that Mr. Garienlaub was re- 
peatedly asked to pay for carloads o£ 
raisins he had shipped out; that he 
came to the office with a lot of invoices 
and a check and demanded that the 
bills be receipted at once, and when I 
declined to have that done until the 
clerks had examined the bills to sec 
that they were right he carried oft the 
invoices and check. 


The next day I met him on the street 


and asked him to come to the office and 
adjust our differences and he replied 
he had no use for the association. I 
then asked him to pay for some ten cars 
of raisins he bod shipped out without 
paying for them in violation of our con- 
tract, and he refused, saying that we 
owed him more thnn the sum I claimed. 
I called a meeting of tbe board to con- 
sider tbe matter and was then Informed 
that Mr. Gartenlaub, as he admits, had 
forbidden, the railway company to con- 
tinue to notify us of any carloads of 
raisins he chose to ship away without 
paying for them. 


Even after all that a committee of 


two directors, Mr. -White 
and 
Mr. 


Nathan, accompanied by our attorney, 
Mr. Cory, called at tbe Phoenix office 
and asked for a settlement and failed 
to get it. As the growers' raisins were 
In the hands of the Phoenix company 
and liable to be shipped away we knew 
not where, it appeared to us to be quite 
time to put a stop to it. 


As to the settlement today, Mr. Gar- 


tenlaub's claim for money due his com 
pany on liens amounting to $3000 has 
been paid by checks made out several 
days ago and held back awaiting pay- 
ment of our claim. 
On his part he 


has paid us over »MOO today and says 
if we will allow him to stem the rai- 
sins he has on hand he can ship them 
all out to fill orders he now has at our 
advanced prices. 


Mr. Gartenlaub makes only two 


claims and those appear to us simply 
preposterous. 
The first Is for a rebate 


on two carloads of raisins which he 
shipped out after our advance in prices 
on October 15th. 
The second is on the 


order for 10,000 boxes of raisins which 
he asked us to confirm and which he 
refused to agree to pay for when we 
doubted the bona fide character ot the 
sale,- 
If. he had agreed to take the 


delivery and pay for them we would 
have confirmed his order; but this be 
refused to do, and we therefore looked 
upon It as an attempt to get an option 
on these raisins in view of the possible 
advance in prices. 
These two claims 


are to he submitted to arbitration.

A BI<ANKET BALLOT. 


The ballot sheet was a veritable 


Blanket. 
By actual measurement It 


waa two feet long and eighteen Inches 
up and down. A foolish voter was the 
man who appeared at the polls to ex- 
ercise his constitutional 
prerogative 


intelligently and without too great In- 
vasion on the time of the next-in-line 
voter without having first carefully 
scanned over and studied out his sam- 
ple ballot and either brought the latter 
ilong with him as a guide or a most 
wonderful retentive memory to remind 
him against what name to stamp the 
cross signifying his choice. 
The voter 


had to make 41 crosses to vote the com- 
plete state and county ticket, including 
the constitutional amendments, and If 
unused to clerical work he was pretty 
well tired alter he got through with the 
job.. 


The general ticket bore 111 names, b«- 


sides 
tbe 7 referred 
constitutional 


mendments and the proposition for a 
revision of the organic document. Sev- 
en political parties, including minor 
side shows, were represented on 
ticket—namely, the Republicans, 
cialist Labor, Prohibitionist, United 
Labor, Democrats, Populists ana f" 
BepUblicans, the last three being al- 
most Invariably united In the list of 
their candidates. 
Twenty-seven cities 


and towns in California were repre- 
sented by candidates on the state tick- 
et, San Francisco coming in with the 
lion's share with 14, Los Angeles next 
with 10, Sacramento with 4, Fresno, 
Modesto and San Buenaventura 
each 


with 2 and the remainder on the tickel 
representing as many towns. 


FRESNO'S REPRESENTATIVES. 
Fresno was represented on the gen- 


eral ticket by two of its citizens. As 
the flrst and most prominent of these

The Infanta Maria Teresa Aban- 


doned art Lost in Mid 


Ocean. 


NEW YORK, Nov. fi.—Private Infor- 


mation received In this city Oils after- 
noon from Charleston saya that the In- 
fanta llarla Teresa waa abandoned 30 
miles north of Watline Itland, one of 
the Bahamas- 


Lookinc at the chart It was not diffi- 


cult for the officer* at the department 
to see how the ship had foundered un- 
der the Influence of * heavy northeast 
gale reported. 
As near an they could 


calculate the vessel lies In about MOO 
fathom* of water, or nearly three miles. 


The location IB 24 degrees north lati- 


tude by 74-30 west longitude, about 235 
miles distant from Nassau and 310 
miles distant from Caimanera, the port 
from which she started a. little over two 
days before. 
She had just emerged 


from the Crooked Island passage-, and 
to make her course was obliged to lay 
with her head about northwest. This 
would bring the heavy eea over her 
forward side and under such severe 
poundinff the vessel mush have soon 
succumbed. 
There was no alterna- 


tive. 
On her lee lay the rocky Ba- 


hamas and innumerable shoals with 
shallows between and with 
shallow 


•water in every direction except straight 
ahead or direct astern. 


Late in the day th» Merritt arrived 


from quarantine and the surviviors of 
the Teresa came ashore. They lost all 
clothing and personal effects and are 
supplied scantily. 
The Teresa sunk 30 


miles off WatltaK Island at noon Tues- 
day, after battling with the gale six 
hours. 
1 She met the storm Tuesday morning 
and the vessel began to strain, in the 
high seas. 


To have turned about and sought an- 


other passage would have been an ex- 
tremely perilous undertaking- to begin 
with and even after getting safely about 
the vessel would have been obliged to 
trave.l many hundred miles more than 
intended in order to have picked up an- 
other course, this time, closer to the 
North American continent, and with 
the added dangers that proximity to 
the Florida shoals might bring. 


It is said at the navy department 


that Lieutenant 
Commander Harris 


•will be ordered at once to Norfolk, 
where the rescued seamen will be 
placed on board a receiving ship. 


The greatest regret was expressed in 


official circles regarding 'the loss of the 
Maria Teresa. Secretary of State Hay 
said that he was indeed sorry to hear 
that it had been found impossible to 
bring the vessel to the United States 
when everybody was so much inter- 
ested in her. 
He expressed gratifica- 


tion that no loss of life was reported 
in consequence of tbe disaster. 


Acting Secretary Allen of the navy 


said the loss was mu^h greater than 
any intrinsic value represented in the 
ship. 
She was the link that con- 


nected the great naval victory with the 
United States.

Raisin Growers' Association Unex* 


pectedly Successful. 


CFrom Yesterday's Examiner.] 


When the assoeiationwaaformed at the 


beginning of the present season but few 
believed that the directors would be 
able to fulfill their own early promises 
—namely, to move the crop at opening 
prices and advance values from time 
to time as In their opinion the market 
would justify. When first prices -were 
named many dealers both here and at 
the East predicted that 
tbey 
were 


higher than the situation warranted, 
and that the trade would let them se- 
verely alone. 
Instead of doing so, or- 


ders were received in excess of the ca- 
pacity of the packers to furnish, and 
when the price was advanced the same 
"calamity howlers" predicted the early 
death of the association and the flood- 
ing ol the market with raisins at lower 
prices. 
The trade East, finding that 


thpy could not buy at any lower price, 
owing to the wise policy pursued by 
the association in taking In outside 
stock, commenced to buy at the ad- 
vance, until stocks were reduced to 
such a small quantity that last Satur- 
day the association felt warranted in 
again advancing its prices %c a pound 
—namely, toS%c for two-crown loose, 
4%c for three-crown loose and C?ic for 
four-crown loose- 


Realizing that the demand for layes 


goods is largely for holiday consump- 
tion, they wisely refrained from advan- 
cing figures on layers or clusters, be- 
lieving It the better policy that all 
poods packed should be distributed be- 
fore the first o the year. 


It must be remembered that no sec- 


ond crop raisins were cured this year, 
the growers binding themselves to sell 
the same to the wineries and distiller- 
ies, which they have done, and, from a 
careful canvass just made, it is estima- 
ted that there are on the roast today 
not to exceed 1000 carloads of raisins, 
or practically no more than there were 
here on May 1st of this season. 
In 


other words, the* 1000 cars .of crop of 
1807, together with the bulk of this sea- 
son's product, has gone intoy consump- 
tion, and, as even the Eastern dealers 
themselves acknowledge, that stocks 
East are exceedingly light, it would 
seem that at the recent advance the 
stock should easily be marketed within 
the next few months. 


While there is considerable adverse 


nt as to the wisdom of the ad-

A wonderful showing is made at the

been general.

The low, wet lands of 
theSacramento river and theSan Fran- 
cisco bayrmslns have proved unusualHy 
profitable; the railroad companies have ' 
difficulty in obtaining sufficient cars 
to transport the freight of the state; the 
ocean steamers are taxed to their ut- 
most; wholesale business in San Fran- 
cisco, dependent upon the interior and 
Pacific ocean commeree.has never been 
more prosperous, and collections have 
been remarkably jrooil. In fact, Cali- 
fornlans do not know how well they are 
off. and with normal rains this winter 
and the opening up of the Hawaiian 
islands and the Philippine group, there 
Is promise ol such an era, of prosperity 
as this city and state have never before 
witnessed.
